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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



2. Claims 2, 3, 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated 
by Castelli et al. Pat. No. 6,443,722. 

3. Castelli discloses a first (32B) and second (32A) motors acting on a common 
shaft 30. The speed and torque of the motors are regulated during plasticating (col. 3, 
lines 23-32). A control circuit or controller uses the speeds and torque and pressure 
values to determine the differential speed which is used to adjust the speed of the 
motors, see col. 3, lines 50-56 and col. 4, lines 42-65. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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5. Claims 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for the screw moving in the axial direction in the 
absence of rotation of the second motor (new claims 9-11), does not reasonably provide 
enablement for this none rotation of the second motor during the plasticizing (metering) 
step which also includes the screw moving in the axial direction, see applicant's 
specification paragraphs [0018] and [0019]. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
operate the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The claims should be 
amended to indicate that the operations of claims 9-1 1 occur during the injection phase 
and that the operations of the adder are during the plasticizing phase. Claims 9-1 1 
would be allowable if amended to clearly indicate the absence of the rotation of the 
second motor during the injection and the use of the difference control during the 
plasticizing. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed June 23, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

7. Applicant argues that Castelli fails to set forth a master-slave relationship 
between the two control circuits. However, Castelli provides a step of determining the 
difference between the first and second rotation speeds for changing the back pressure 
and the equations in col. 4 clearly indicate the control circuit for the speed of rotation of 
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the motors Wa and Wb and the difference used in the control. Castelli does not teach 
the non-rotation of a motor during the injection molding step. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
